He says: “Tho water dipped immediately from 
ih eriver was ali nit the consistency of cream. 
It was the dryest water I ever saw. 
This did 
not provent (lie soldiers from di inking it plen­ 
tifully and tilling their canteens to Hie brim. 
Clearness is no test for water in this latitude. 
I have seen water in certain latitudes heie as 
clear us a bell. 
To ull &pi>euraucc it nos as 
good as could be found anywhere, but I should 
hare less fear of the consequences from drink­ 
ing a half dozen glasses of the earthy Missouri 
than of drinking this plasible, clarified soap­ 
suds. 
Of all the water we find bere the alka­ 
line is the worst. 
One of the expedients for 
correcting or improving the bad water Is the 
addition of a little acid, which makes* with su­ 
gar, a pleasant lemonade. 
A little soda added 
afterward makes a pleasant effervescent drink.

A Powerful Fish. 
It will be remembered that some months 
ago five fishermen were drowned oil the Irish 
coast by the struggles of a sun-fish to escape. 
Yu interesting discussion afterward arose as 
to the size of this kiud of lisli. 
Mr. Walpole, 
one of the inspectors of salmon fisheries in 
England, intimated that Mr. Brady, inspector 
of Irish fisheries, had grossly exaggerated 
their size. 
Mr. Brady has, however, come oil 
victorious iu the controvery. 
This fish takes 
Us name from its habit of remaining almost 
motionless at the surface of the water, as if 
enjoying the influence of the sun's rays. 
Cu­ 
vier says it is the largest of the true fishes, 
measuring sometimes thirty six feet. 
Its liver 
is of large size, generally two tons in weight, 
md yields from six to eight barrels of oil.— 
The sun-fish are very powerful in the water, 
and, if harpooned in the shoulder, are very 
hard to kill, often carrying off the whole har­ 
poon line. 
They sometimes run oil with 200 
fathoms of line and two harpoons in them, and 
will employ the fishermen twenty-four hours 
before they are subdued. 
Great caution must 
be used in striking them, as with a blow of 
the tail they will stave in the boat if it is with­ 
in reach. 
From 60 to 100 of them may some­ 
times be seen together otl the coast of Ireland, 
basking in the ntornin ; sun in the latter part 
of June. 


D rikiug Water Thick as Cream. 
A correspondent with the Yellowstone ex­ 
pedition writes about the water of the little 
Missouri river, which lie was obliged to drillV. 
He says: “The water dipped immediately from 
the river was about the consistency of cream. 
It was the dryest water I ever saw. 
This did 
not prevent the soldiers from drinking it plen­ 
tifully and filling their canteens to the brim. 
Clearness is no test for water in this latitude. 
I have seen water in certain latitudes hete as 
clear as a bell. 
To all appearance it was as 
good as could be found anywhere, but I should 
have less fear of the consequences from drink­ 
ing a Half dozen glasses of the earthy Missouri 
than of drinking this plasible, clarified soap­ 
suds. 
Of all the water we find here the alka­ 
line is the worst. 
One of the expedients for 
correcting or improving the bad water is the 
addition of a liltle acid, which makes* with su­ 
gar, a pleasant lemonade. 
A little soda added 
afterward makes a pleasant eflervescent drink. 


A Long Branch Belle. 
There is now, it is said, in one of the princi­ 
pal hotels at the Branch, a lady so careful of 
her complexion, which is said to be remarka­ 
ble in many respects, that she never leaves 
Her room during the day and has all her meals 
brought to her. 
She remains in a darkened 
room all day long, gloomy and desolate, fear­ 
ing that the sun, shining through, may freckle 
her fair face or turn it to a healthy brown.— 
What pleasure lias she, pray, at the Branch ? 
Every night she comes out radiantly beautiful, 
the gas-light giving a soft glow to her fair 
cheek and a sparkle to her eye. She has spent 
time at the toilet you may be sure, and she 
moves grandly about among the crowds in the 
corridors, in the parlors, and on the piazza 
for half an hour; then what? She goes to 
her room and stays there for another twenty- 
four hours.— Long Brandi Letter.

The flrfet aun in the campaign against the 
railroads comes to us from San Francisco, 
whore the monopolists are pretty well beaten 
in a very full poll.

In another column will be found an adver­ 
tisement offering for sale at auction $117,000 
of N. Y., K. & S. R. R. first mortgage bonds. 
These were, we presume, hypothecated for 
loans, and being subject to the fate of all se­ 
curities so pledged may be sold and come into 
the hands of third parties. 
We do not indite 
this article to call attention to any finan­ 
cial strait this sale may indicate, but to inquire 
what right those bonds have upon the market. 
If they were issued as a second mortgage their 
issue and sale would be a perfectly legitimate 
operation, but they are put forth as a first- 
mortgage, which in plain terms is a swindle. 
The old R. <t O. R. R. bonds are the real first 
mortgage bonds. 
They are a bonafide secur­ 
ity, and a first lipn upon the road, and until 
they are all retired there can be no other first- 
mortgage bonds on that road. 
These N. Y., 
K. k S. R. R. bonds cover the same road-bed, 
rails, property, rolling and otherwise, that the 
others do, aud are either a second mortgage 
or no lien at all, and whoevej sells them as 
fl'st mortgage swindles whatever portion of 
the public buys them for first mortgage.

Ma riu s Schooxm aker resumed, cross exam 
ined by Mr. Cantine.—Títere were some allow­ 
ances made Mr. Brodhead upon the settlement 
between the committee of the Board and Mr. 
Brodhead at the time they adjusted bis ac­ 
counts; that fact appeared in some shape or 
other before Referee Scott; I can't recall what 
shape, though; think it wa3 by way of docu­ 
mentary evidence; don't recollect whether 
there was auy oral evidence of the fact; it 
was through John C. Brodhead that some ar­ 
rangements were made for procuring informa 
ti on from the New Paltz and Ellenville Saw 
ings Banks; I made no arrangements with or 
through am one else except Mr. Brodhead for 
such information; the balance lias not yet 
been paid or the draft accepted by the Litcli 
fields; as to the coupons in Sharpe’s hands, 
they wore left to be arranged; two notes 
on 
time 
were 
to 
be given 
and 
the 
coupons 
were given 
as 
collateral, 
and 
Sharpe 
had 
not 
then 
handed 
me 
over 
the 
papers; 
he 
has 
since, 
however; the notes were for the amount of 
the coupons iu gold, with interest; can’t giv 
the amount; think they were given for two 
and three months; I left them at tiie Ulster 
County bank; they were notes of the Rondout 
<fc Oswego Railroad Company, endorsed by the 
Litchflokls; endorsed in blank; the advice to 
the Board of Supervisors not to prosecute the 
official bond of Mr. Brodhead was given in 
open session; 1 told them that Mr. Brodhead 
had securities of which lie chim ed'he had in­ 
vested a portion of the money, and that he 
had other securities, and I believed that by 
giving him a little time and leaving the m atter 
with the incoming Treasurer to settle with 
him, he would be able to arrange all matters 
satisfactorily before a great while; it was not 
put upon the ground that there was any legal 
defence to an action on his official bond; I 
claimed that he and his sureties were liable ou 
the bond; the Board did not act upon the ad­ 
vice tendered; it was directed that Brodhead’s 
bond be prosecuted, and then 1 was referred 
to to know whether it was in a condition to 
lie prosecuted, and I stated not, unless an 
official demand bad beeu made; then a reso­ 
lution was passed directing Mr. Coykeudall 
to make such demand and on Mr. Brodhead’s 
failing to comply, that he (Mr. Brodhead) be 
prosecuted; I did not specify any particular 
time, I thought they ought to wait for Mr. B. 
to get straightened out; have not examined 
all the land covered by the $27,000 mortgage, 
and estimated to be worth $40,000; the wood- 
lot of forty or fifty acres in the town of Olive 
I considered worth on account of wood and 
stone, from $12,000 to $15,000; this $40,000 
property is not needed for any of the uses of 
the county, that I know off; I didn’t give Mr. 
Covkendall notice of the book from which I 
took the memoranda and made up the account 
between the county and the First National 
Bank of Itondoiit; neither did I of any of the 
books or papers which 1 discovered in Mr. B.’s 
possession; didn’t take any steps to compel a 
delivery from Mr. 
11. to Mr. Coykcndall. 
(Various resolutions of the Board of Supervis­ 
ors were here put in evidence.) 
I correctly 
copied among other matters the account of 
Charles Bray, Cashier, wherein tiie interest 
did not appear to have been paid, it was so 
noted; opposite Bray’s name is “ no interest 
paid;” the abstract was taken from the bond 
book found in Mr. Brodhead’s possession and 
which was not transferred over to the County 
Treasurer; think it did not contain] any other 
entries as to whom the bonds were sold, or 
when they were sent to be sold, or any dates 
of times when sold; when the Investigating 
Committee were here Mr. Folant produced a 
book in which there was something of the 
bond account; large book; Mr. Folaut claimed 
it as the private property ot Mr. Brodhead, after 
we had inspected it a day or so,‘and declined 
to let me have it further; it contained some 
dates, and names of persons to whom bonds 
were sold; can’t say whether the bond num­ 
bers were in it or not; think it was iu Brofl- 
head's handwriting; Mr. Brodhead never ex­ 
hibited that book tom e; never have seen it 
since; don’t think before Referee Scott I ex­ 
amined Mr. Brodhead or any other witness in 
relation to the book or it contents; subpoenaed 
no one to produce it; don’t know that there 
was anything to apprise Scott of the existence 
of such a book. 
Re-direct Exam ination.— The largo book I 
spoke of appeared to be a memorandum as to 
the sale of bonds; it showed the sale of bonds to 
Charles Bray; called CoykcadaiPs attentioh to 
Bray’s account; he said he didn’t think it was 
trne; afterwards I spoke to him about making 
a copy of it; be said he had made a copy and 
would furnish me with a copy; asked Coyken- 
dall for it frequently and was put ofl by one 
excuse or another; called Cornell’s attention to 
Bray’s accouut; don’t know that he made any 
reply; I asked Brodhead about the book; said 
when the fire occurred near him the books 
were scattered, and lie could not find that 


particular book; 
after that I applied again 
and he said the loaves of that account were 
torn out of the book; Mr. Cooper tried to get 
the copy of the account from Coykcndall; in 
my investigation as to the form of settlement 
for substitutes, Ac., I found there was a blank 
receipt printed on the back of the certificate to 
be signed by the recruit of the amount of 
money he had received, or was williug to re­ 
ceive ; the mode of doing that business was 
changed after a resolution was passed; I found 
the Treasurer in 9ome cases furnished Super­ 
visors cash instead of bonds to fill quotas ;■ 
sonto Supervisors made arrangements with 
parties to put in men and divide the profits; 
tbe book of Brodhead before referred to was a 
separate book kept for that particular account. 
It contained sales to other parties besides 
Bray; as to the personal liability of Coyken- 
dail in regard to the $27.000 I regarded him 
as not personally liable. 
Re-cross-examined by Mr. Mock.—1 did not 
draw out of Brodhead before Referee Scott the 
fact he had been guilty ot the spoliation of so 
important evi :ence as the torn out leaves; 
did not obtain tbe information entirely from 
Brodhead as to Supervisors and brokers’ ar­ 
rangements; never saw any contract between 
them. 
Q .- From what person other than Brodhead 
did yon obtain any other information on the 
subject. 
A.—I decline to give the source of my in­ 
formation upon the ground that it was confi­ 
dential ; I did not understand from Brodhead 
that he had iu his possession all the vouchers 
executed by substitutes; I understood he had 
not; most of them had been burned by the 
committee on finance; Brodhead said he had 
retained them, and 3ome of the papera I saw 
had marks of fire upon them ; the one voucher 
I saw that I referred to particularly was from 
the town of Esopus. 
Re-direct.— I don’t mean to say Brodhead 
mutilated the book; he claimed it was done 
by some other party, not professing to know 
who; am not certain I knew of the destruction 
before the trial before Scott. 
Re-cross-examined.—Brodhead professed to 
suspect parties other than those having access 
to his books in a legitimate way; I did not ask 
him and he did not say where it had been 
kept; if I knew of the fact as to the leaves be­ 
fore the trial, I can’t answer why I did not 
require his oath rather than his mere word. 
(To Mr. Fowler.)—I did not regard it as 
material; I tried to get what Coykcndall had 
in the matter. 
J am es M. Coo per sworn for claimants.— 
Was the attorney for the Board by tho reso­ 
lution of 1871; performed services for the 
county in the suit on Brodhead’s official bond; 
first before commencing the suit I tried to ob­ 
tain all the securities I could from Brodhead; 
then the summons was issued; prepared and 
served copies. 
The witness then proceeded to detail the 
various services performed by himself in the 
various eases for which he claims in this 
action, and is very much in efieet (although 
not quite so extended) the same as Mr. Pchoon- 
makcr’s. 


afterno on session. 
Direct examination resumed. — Witness 
continued with evidence in regard to suits as 
above stated. 
W it n ess—Probably devoted ten d ay s to the 
bounty investigation; from eight to ten days, 
before November 19th, on the $27,000 mort­ 
gage. 
(Mr. Fowler here made a series of off­ 
ers to show services and value thereof in the 
various cases of his clients' dismissal by tbe 
Board, which offers were excluded.) 
I ap­ 
peared before the County Judge in resisting 
Jame3 Van Buren’s claim for overtaxation and 
succeeded in the case, my services being worth 
$10; after November 19th, 1872, and up to my 
discharge, February 12th, 1873,1 should think 
I devoted about two-thirds of my time to 
county business, including everything; in the 
Brodhead ease, I should say my services were 
worth from $2.300 to $3,000 up to and includ­ 
ing the trial, and after the trial from $50 to 
$75; in the McKinstry matter, up to Novern 
ber 19th, I should say $250, at least; after 
the 19th, about $50: in the National Bank of 
Rondout matter, after November 19th and up 
to February 12th, probably $75; in the Koosa 
case, including disbursements and everything,

Van Nostrand case, $25 or $30; in the Pells 
case I should say I ought to have $300, and I 
don’t know but I am a little low at that; I 
should say $100 tor the services preparatory 
to commencing action against the New Bond 
Committee; in the bounty fraud matter I should 
say $1,500. aud as to the $23,000 lost bonds 
$250; for attendance before the Board at Feb­ 
ruary session $25, April session $10; in the 
$27,000 mortgage matter $100. 
Cross-examined.—'Q. How much do you 
regard your services worth per day ou an 
average? 
A. I never made any estimate; I 
never worked by the day; my charge depends 
upon what I am doiug; some days it would be 
worth $10 aud oilier days $50; I think $50 a 
day for some of the days spent in tho bond 
suit, which was four days on the trial anyway, 
and I will swear positively I occupied at least 
ten days in that matter, valued at $30 a day; 
several important questions of law were in­ 
volved in that case. 
(Witness was here ex­ 
amined at length as to the time spent iu the 
various legal questions.) 
Was in frequent 
consultation with Brodhead endeavoring to 
jet him to turn over his securities, from Jan­ 
uary 3th, 1872, to February 14th, 1872; did 
not discover to a certainty any deficit on 
Brodhead’s part until after January 1st; don't 
know that Brodhead expressed any objection 
to giving the county what belonged to it.

justice's court cases before coming to Kings­ 
ton, not many since; have sometimes assisted 
outers in trying causes in tho Supreme Court 
a3 counsel; don’t recall what case now; I base 
my charges upon the nature of the action, the 
amount involved, and the labor to be per 
formed; have received as counsellor at law 
$300 in a single case for services; can’t tell 
you how many snch cases or what cases 1 
without consulting register; 
ou reflection 
can remember but one; 
don’t 
recollect 
a 
case 
where I 
received 
$500; acted 
couusel 
for 
board 
three 
years, 
and one year 1 acted one day as counsel re­ 
ceiving $25; the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Winter giving me $550, for services and dis­ 
bursement in actions then pending was Intro­ 
duced at my request. I accepted the certificate 
and received the money upon it; presented 
no other claim; (witness here detailed the dis­ 
bursements and particular services in the 
Brodhead case). 
I estimate my services by 
what I think my client will pay; if a poor man 
I don't expect to goLfull pay for my labor; if 
the man be perfectly able to pay 1 make such 
a charge as 1 consider corresponds with the 
ordinary charges made by other lawyers; 
probably a little below them; know I am 
tound fault with for not charging enough; 
should think I occupied fifty days at eight 
hours per day in the Brodhead case; examined 
bond book from seven to ten days; all of one 
day in trying to get the case referred. 
(The remainder of the afternoon session was 
expended in cross-examining the witness as 
to what retainer he would ask in a suit similar 
to the one now on trial, and what fee be 
would expect for drawing a contract occupy­ 
ing one day or one occupying fifty days, or a 
wholesale iob of fifty contracts, the answers 
being as diverse as the inquiries.) 
The Court here adjourned to 9 o'clock Fri­ 
day morning.

Third Cav­ 
alry, ou the Republican, when, on the 5th of 
August, a party of Pawnees came galloping 
up to us and told Captain Meinhold that about 
1,500 Sioux warriors hail attacked them while 
between the Republican and Frenchman, and 
had killed sixty of their braves, women, and 
children. 
We marched nearly seventy miles 
before reaching the battle-fleld. 
It was a hor­ 
rible sight. 
Dead warriors lay grim in death, 
with bows still grasped Iii their stiffened fin­ 
gers. 
Sucking infants were pinned with ar­ 
rows to their mothers* breast. 
Some lay on 
the ground, dead from ghastly wounds made 
by knives. 
Others presented to us their skin­ 
less heads, the red blood glazed upon Hie skull 
w here the scalp had been torn off. I ii a canon, 
as we rode up, the Arni object that attracted 
our attention was a dead squaw; and, as we 
adv anced along the ravine, we counted tlfty- 
uino oilier dead bodies. 
They were in every 
possible position, having fallen where shot, 
and apparently expired in great agony.

squaw, with a pa pi loose, was found in the 
weeds, badly wounded Out still alive.

made lier as comfortable as jiossiblc aud pro­ 
ceeded up Hie ravine, hut when we returned 
the bally was dead, aud hail on its head marks 
of fresh violence. 
The mother had killed it to 
save It from further paiu !*’

Mr. W. L. Headley of New York, exhibited 
yesterday afternoon,at the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company's railroad yard, Albany, be­ 
fore Messrs. Fonda,Blackall,and several of the 
otIicer3 of the Delaware & Hudson River Rail­ 
road company, a new patent for coupling cars. 
It consists of an ordinary draw-head, similar 
to those now used with a swinging fluted bar 
at the back of the entry bole—hold in a posi­ 
tion slightly inclined forward by a pair of lat­ 
eral weights—and serving tho double purpose 
of adjusting the link to the height of any car, 
and a support for the pin before the act of 
coupling lias taken place. 
When the link en­ 
ters the chain head it strikes the liar, which 
U thrown back, and the pin drops into the 
link as if by magic.

A F o r m e r R o n d o u l e r o u t h e P in in o » . 
D. F. Powell, formerly of Rondout, anil at 
one time employed as drug clerk in the store 
of Richard Deyo, but now au Assistant Sur­ 
geon in the United States Army, was near tho 
recent Pawnec-Sioux batlje and gives the fol­ 
lowing description of the occurrence in a Chi­ 
cago paper: 
“ I was scouting w ith Captain 
Charles Meinhold and Company B. Third Cav­ 
alry, ou the Republican, when, 011 the 5th of 
August, a party of Paw nees came galloping 
up to us aud told Captain Meinhold that about 
1,500 Sioux warriors had attacked them while 
between the Republican and Frenchman, and 
had killed sixty of their braves, women, and 
childreu. 
We marched nearly seventy miles 
before reaching the battle-field. 
It was a hor­ 
rible sight. 
Dead warriors lay grim in death, 
with bows still grasped In their sliflencd lin­ 
gers. 
Sucking infants were pinned with a r­ 
rows to their mothers’ brea3t. 
Some lay 011 
the ground, dead from ghastly wounds made 
by knives. 
Others presented to us their skin­ 
less heads, the red blood glazed upon the skull 
where the scalp had been torn off. In a canon, 
as we rode up, the first object that attracted 
our attention was a dead squaw; anil, as we 
advanced along the ravine, we counted fifty- 
nine other dead bodies. 
They were In every 
■ possible position, having fallen where shot, 
and apparently expired in great agony. 
One 
squaw, with a pappoose, was found in the 
weeds, badly wounded but still alive. 
We 
made her as comfortable as possible aud pro­ 
ceeded up the ravine, but when we returned 
the baby was dead, and had on its head marks 
of fresh violence. 
The mother had killed it to 
save it from further paiu 1”

is folly to attem pt a fair description of the 
vast puuoramic picture displayed here; it 
must be seen to be appreciated. 
Around and 
below me stand piled in the wildest confusion 
many towerlug mountains covered with more 
than a million acres of splintered rocks, that 
by some fearful convulsion, far back iu past 
ages,were thrown up aud hardened,unshapely 
and barren. 
More distant rise on every side 
long broken, mountain ridges as far as the 
eye cau reach. 
Villages, hamlets and farm 
houses are scattered through all tho valle) s, 
with winding rivers and mountain streams like 
sliver threads, anil hundreds of ponds aud 
lakes like mirrors set iu evergreen frames add 
a pleasing variety to the wonderful landscape. 
This famous point may be reached by four 
well established routes, and there arc many 
places along the routes worthy of note.

The steepest grade of this wonder­ 
ful road is 1,980 feet to the mile,and tho steam 
power is applied by means of a cog rail and 
cog wheels. 
In 1853, while there was 110 other way to 
approach the top of Mount Washington save 
by a rude, steep bridle path, I assisted iu 
building what ha3 since become known as 
“ Tho Tip Top House,” (¡1 rude structure 
standing yet). 
I owned a share In the house 
and for nine seasons I assisted in managing it 
as a hotel for mountain visitors. 
I expect to 
return to Rosenilalo about Thursday, Septem­ 
ber 4th, where for the past eight years I have 
superintended tho Lawrence Cement Works.

Resolved (if the assembly concur), That article eight 
of the constitution bcaiuet ded, by amending section 
four thereof, so as to read as follows: 
S 4. The legislature shall, by general law, conform 
all charters of savings banks, or institutions lor sav­ 
ings, to a uuiloruiity ol powers, lights aud liabilities, 
aud all charters hereafter granted for such corpora­ 
tions shall be nude to conlorm to such general law, 
and to such amendments as may be made thereto. 
And no such corporation shall have auy capital stock, 
or shall b » trustees thereof, or auy of them have any 
interest whatever, direct or indirect, in thé profits 
ot such corporation; ami no director or trustee olauy 
such bank or institution shall be interested in auy 
loan or use of money or property ol such bank or 
Institution for savings. TJie legia'alure shall have 
no power to pass any act granting any special charter 
for banking purposes; but corporations or associj¿_ 
tlous may be formed for sucb purposes under gener­ 
al laws.

Section 1. The legislative power of the state shall 
he vested iu a senate aud assembly. 
8 4. An enumeration of the inhabitants of tfce state 
shall bo made under tho direction of tho legislature, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
five, and in every tenth year thercaiter. 
H 5. The assembly snail consist of one hundred and 
twenty-eight members elected for one year. The 
m embers of assembly shall be apportioned among 
tho several counties ol the state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the num ber of their 
respective Inhabitants, excluding aliens, and shall bo 
chosen by single districts. The assembly districts 
shall rem ain as at present orgauized until ufter the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the stato iu tho 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-five. 'J ho legis­ 
lature, at its first session after the return of every 
enumeration, shall apportion the members of assem­ 
bly among the several counties of the state, iu man­ 
ner aforesaid, aud the board of supervisors in such 
counties as may be entitled under such apportion­ 
ment to more than ouo member, except the city aud 
county of NewY'ork, aud in said city and county tho 
board of alderiuen'ot said city shall assemble at'such 
times as the legislature making spell apportionment 
shall prcspi ¡be aud divide their respective counties 
into assembly districts, each of which districts shall 
consist oi convenient and contiguous territory equal 
to the number of members of assembly to which such

The governor shall be com mander-ln-chief of 
the military and naval forces of the state.
